\ .Mmgft the Defideratx > relating to Foffil saltt, 
J~\^ the Origin that I know of white ritrtol is ob- 
Jcure v and its Cryftals undefcribed. 

All I can find of this matter is out of Borrichius 
de Docimaftice metallic* , that it is produeed from 
a certain Lead Ore, boiled raw. (Plumbi nigri vem 
vitriolum album froducit^ etiam non cremata) none, 
that I know of, of our Englifh Lead Ores gives us any 
fufpicion of any fuch Vitriol. It is true, 1 have by me 
forne Sorts- of white- Lead Ore Spar-Me^ plentifully 
yielding Lead .*■ But T cannot fay that either thofe or 
any coloured Lead Ores, did give me any reafon to 
fufpe<5t, after' diver fe experiments upon them, that 
yielded white Vitriol. 

As to the Cryftals of white Vitriol, they are very dif- 
ficult to defcribe, and feem to me to be a congeries of 
infinite fmallNeedles,foF which reafon it is of a moft fpee- 
dy Operation* and irritates the Stomach fuddenly, be- 
fore they can be well diflblved or broken. 

I recommend the inquiry of both thefe particulars 
Concerning white Vitriol, to thelnduftry and Diligence 
of the Curious, 
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
